“Well,” said the specialist, “you'd 
better learn it while you still have 
your eyes.” 


Here was a situation with all the 
makings of a personal tragedy, but 
Major Alfred E. Banks turned it into 
a personal triumph. He labored at the 
study of Braille code for several years 
and came up with an invention that 
enables blind persons to write Braille 
at shorthand speed. 


Fortunately, the specialist was 
wrong in his diagnosis, Dr. Banks, who 
returned from France in 1919 with an 
eye ailment, did not sight. 
He continued his work on a_ pocket 
Braille writer for 12 years and then 
brought it to the attenion of the Lions 
Club of San Diego in 1944.

Always on the alert for a benevolent 
project, the Welfare Foundation of the 
Lions Club of San Diego spotted the 
Braille writer and decided that it 
should be mass-produced and distribu 
ted to the blind throughout the world. 

In giving the invention to the Wel- 


fave Pouudaiion, Di. Buuks made three 
stipulations: (1) That no blind person 


should pay more than $5 for a Braille 
writer (2) That distribution must be 
through a Lions Club, which should 
pay the remainder of the cost; and 
(3) That no individual or organization 
should profit by the sale of the mach- 
ine. 


During his study of the 150-word 
code, Dr. Banks became exasperated 
with the current methods of Braille 
recordings. They were too slow, too 
complicated. Blind students, for ex- 
ample were at a great disadvantage 
in taking notes because of the time- 
consuming mechanics of Braille writ- 
ing. It was this dissatisfaction that 
drove Dr. Banks in his seareh for a 
better method. 

With the device he developed, a 
blind person can write at a much 
greater speed than was possible using 
the stylus and slate method, One 
adept blind person has written Braille 
on the machine at 140 words per 
minute —as fast as a skilled, sighted 
stenographer. Blind students and pro- 
fessional people are aided immeasur- 
ably by the Braille writer, which, in 
the words of Dr. Banks, “places pencil 
and paper in the hands of the bind”. 

Small and light, the Banks Braille 
writer welghs only 18 ounces and is 
compact enough to fit in a coat pocket 
or purse, It has six keys and a spacer, 
and writes directly on a narrow strip 
of paper tape. Characters are read 
from the tape without transfer.

‘Give a Happy Ending’ 

With the provincial annual Red 
Cross campaign some $40,000 below 
quota, the Alberta Division is launch- 
ing a new appeal in September in an 
effort to make up the = difference. 
Farmers throughout Alberta are being 
asked to give grain when making 
their deliveries this harvest. 


The national quota for Alberta this 
year was $300,000, with an extra 
$100,000 for the new Alberta Red 
Cross Crippled Children’s Hospital. 
While the province has reached the 
national quota, there is still a deficit 
of $40,000 in the hospital quota. 

Heavy shows prevented canvassing 
the rural areas during the past March 
campaign with the result that many 
regular subscribers to Red Cross 
were unable to make their regular 
contributions. Red Cross officials are 
sponsoring the present appeal as a 
simple means of allowing everyone 
to help in the work of the Alberta 
Red Cross Crippled Children’s Hospi- 
tal which has treated more than 8,000 
children sincé this Red Cross work 
was undertaken in 1922. 


The Hospital is for children from 
all over Alberta, the North West Ter- 
ritories and Peace River areas. 

All grain companies are enthusiasti- 
cally endorsing the appeal, and have 
assisted in working out the details. 
Wih the permission of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, farmers, on making de- 
liveries may have a cash ticket for 
their donation made out to the Alta. 
Red Cross Society. Although the Red 
Cross asked that farmers be allowed 
to make their Red Cross donations 
over quota, the Canadian Wheat Board 
was unable to grant this concession. 

The appeal started at 10:30 a.m. 
September 4 when Mr. Roy Marler, 
president of the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture, presented the first 10 
bushels of grain to Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor J. J. Bowlen, patron of Alberta 
Red Cross. 


It is expected that many farmers 
will welcome the opportunity of an- 
swering the appeal slogan to “Give a 
happy ending to the story of a crip- 
pled child”.

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X-Ray Results Here 

The results of the Christmas Seal 
Mobile Chest X-Ray Survey that was 
held here from July 2ist to 27th have 
been received and the results showed 
remarkably how healthy the people of 
this town are as far as T. B. is con- 
cerned. 1386 pictures taken 
which is about 30% less than were 
taken last year. At least 2,000 per- 
sons passed up the opportunity of 
having this work done this year. Well 
over 4,000 cards were sent out but 
less than half of the people receiv- 
ing them showed up. The best way 
to fight the white plague is to catch 
it in its earliest stages and this free 
service is the best way to do just 
that. 

Females outnumbered males 720 to 
647 in having their pictures taken. 

Before we give you a_ breakdown 
of the results and reprint a letter 
from C. Robert Dickie, General Sec- 
retary of the Alta. T. B. Associations 
there is one item we wish to draw to 
your attention— The staff that took 
the pictures must have known their 
business because in taking 1386 shots 
they made every one count and did 
not spoil one film. Watch next week's 
paper for the list of local people who 
were responsible for the smooth way 
in which this operation was run,

Those Enlisting in Armed Forces 


By The Veterans Benefit Act, 1951, passed at the last session of 
Parliament, the Government of Canada has extended and made 
applicable the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment 
Act, 1946, to all persons enlisting in the Regular Forces of Canada 
after July 5, 1950, (nineteen fifty) and who serve therein for a term 
not exceeding three years. 

This provision extends also to members of the Special Force who 
re-engage for service with the Regular Forces, the three-year coverage 
period beginning with the date of re-engagement. 

This provision extends also to members of the Reserve Forces who 
after July 5, 1950, are called out for service with the Regular Forces 
and serve with the Regular Forces for a period not exceeding three 
years. 

By an Order in Council passed in 1950 under the Canada Forces 
Act the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 1946, 
were extended to members of the Special Force and members of the 
Reserve Forces who serve on the strength of the Special Force. The 
reinstatement provisions of this Order in Council have now been 
incorporated in the provisions of the Veterans Benefit Act, 1951. 


Under the Reinstatement In Civil Employment Act a 
discharged person may claim reinstatement either verbally 
or in writing, usually within three months of discharge in 
Canada or four months If discharged overseas. There Is 
Provision for extension of this time when through a condition 
of health the employee cannot return to his employment 
this soon, but the employer must be notified in three or four 
months, as the case may be, and a Reinstatement Officer 
should be consulted,
